“Certainly, we have 
constituted legislature. 

“Therefore, the legislature 
could be dissolved: I'm not say- 
ing it’s going to be, but I say it 
could be,” said Premier Bennett. 

The fact that most M.L.A.’s 
haven't yet been sworn into of- 
fice doesn't affect the picture, he 
added 

Although Premier Bennett em- 
phasizes he has never made ary 
statement that a general elec- 
tion»is near, speculation is run- 
ning wild that he is planning an 
early election. 

A Vancouver newspaper Thurs- 
day pinned the time down to 
“mid-November.” 


LIBERALS COMMENT 

Former Education Minister Wil 
liam T. Straith said today the 
Liberal group in the British Co- 
lumbia Legislature doesn't want 
an early election. 

Mr. Straith, who may be the 
Liberal Party's house leader, 
said his views are supported by 
Mrs. ‘Nancy Hodges and Capt.

The new building, a $2,000,000 
structure, was announced by 
Hon. Robert Mayhew -in 1945. 
Architects were _James and 


James, and contractors, Northern 
Construction Co. 

It is a five-story building, 132 
feet by 247 feet. The lower 
walls and counters are of multi- 
colored Quebec marble. 

Earlier this morning, the 
Prime Minister paid a courtesy 
call at’ City Hall, where Mayor 
Claude Harrison met him on the 
steps, and escorted him to the 
mayor’s office, where he was 
introduced to city council, and 
signed the visitor's book. 

He chatted briefly and in- 
formally with the mayor, then, 
in the bright sunshine outside 
the main doors, three youngsters 
caught his eye. 

The Prime Minister smiled, 
doffed his hat, and bent low to 
shake hands with each of them. 

“Now, it may be a little while 
before you will be mayor and 
aldermen of this city,” he said, 
“but your time will come, never 
fear.” 

The Prime Minister’s tour of 
the federal building was delayed 
on several occasions as he 
stopped to chat with employees, 
retired civil servants, and, in 
fact, anyone he chanced to see. 

It was clear to all observers 
that he made friends by the hun- 
dreds in Victoria today.

It is commonly said that Mr. St. Lau 
rent’s career is a magnificent accident 
and in a sense this is true. When the 
famous French-Canadian leader, Ernest 
Lapointe, died at the height of his pow- 
ers, Mr. Mackenzie King looked about 
desperately for a successor. At the 
suggestion of Mr. C. G. Power he chose 
Mr. St. Laurent, barely known to King. 
Mr. St. Laurent came to Ottawa to do a 
brief job, determined to return to private 
life as soon as victory was won. For 
such a man there could be no such return. 
His future was written in his talents? 
When Mr. King’s health broke Mr. St. 
Laurent took his place by almost unani- 
mous agreement in the Liberal party and, 
less than a year later, with overwhelming 


approval of the Canadian people in the- 


election of 1949. 

But there is always a great, invisible 
gulf between the position of a Canadian 
who has become only the leader of a 
government and the man who has be- 
come truly the leader of the nation. 
Perhaps only four Canadians had ever 
crossed that gulf before Mr. St. Laurent’s 
time—Macdonald, Laurier, Borden and 
King. And they could not cross it with- 
out long years of political apprenticeship. 

Mr. St. Laurent is unique in our his- 
tory because he was accepted as the 
nation’s leader, beyond the disputes of 
partisan politics, almost overnight. 

This was only possible, one suspects, 
because his birth and experience were 
both unique. Alone among our prime 
ministers, he shared the blood and, more 
important, the instincts of both our great 
Canadian races and, better than any 
predecessor, could interpret the one to 
the other. It may be said of him, in- 
deed (however. one may estimate his 
work) that he is the most Canadian of 
all our Jeaders and his instinctive reac 
tion to every problem is the natural re- 
action of the Canadian creature. 

The fact which finally establishes 
the uniqueness of Mr. St. Laurent and 
will secure his place in history is not 
his ability in the law, in business and in 


Britain Eyes 


RITISH, EUROPEAN AND AMERI- 
can firms planning to bid on 
various works involved in the half-billion- 
dollar St. Lawrence seaway project. It 
is to be hoped all of them will be given 
an even chance against Canadian con- 
struction companies. The seaway will 
cost a great deal under the best of con- 
ditions. That cost should be held to the 
lowest possible minimum by full compe- 
tition between the contractors. 


It is no secret that the Canadian gov 
ernment would like to see some of this 
work go to British contractors, who 
would thus earn Canadian dollars, des- 
perately needed in Britain. Those dollars 
would all return to Canada in the pur- 
chase of Canadian goods; But as in the 
case of other Canadian business, Britain 
must meet the competitive costs of other 
countries. Canada cannot afford to pay 
for British machinery used on the St. 
Lawrence more than the price offered 
by Canadian, American or European 
firms. 

The great British engineering indus- 
try, which is one of the main props of 
the British exporting economy, should 
be in a sound competitive position when 
bids are called on the seaway. In this 
field the British have few if any su 
periors 

In Canada we cannot say that we are 
trying to assist Britain—and thus to bol? 
ster up our own sagging British market 
—if we do not give British industry the 
same opportunities as we give our own. 
And assuredly if we refuse to do so, if 
we attempt to apply the principle of pro- 
tection to our own industries, regardless 
of price, the seaway Will cost “the tax- 
payers millions more than it should cost.

tory. He stands on the record as the 
French Canadian, raised in the heart of 
isolationist Quebec who, more than any 
Canadian before him, ended our national 
policy of isolation forever. 

At tlie greatest turning point of mod- 
ern Canadian affairs (of which the inner 
record has not yet been printed) is was 
Mr. St. Laurent’s support of overseas 
conscription which brought the nation 
through a crisis which otherwise would 
have destroyed not merely the King gov- 
ernment but any hope of national unity 
and strength during and after the war. 
And it was Mr. St. Laurent who, first 
among world statesmen, proposed the 
North Atlantic Treaty and took Canada 
into it united, with the support of both 
races. From Confederation onward there 
is no precise parallel to that record. 

Without knowing all the facts, many 
of them yet to be published, the Cana: 
dian people have recognized in Mr. St. 
Laurent, even if they do not support his 
government, a great and good man whom 
they would not willingly lose from their 
public life. It is satisfactory to conclude, 
therefore, that his present visit to Brit- 
ish Columbia settles the doubts formerly 
surrounding his immédiate future. Evi- 
dently he has put aside his personal 
wish to retire and seek those remaining 
years. of ease which he has so richly 
earned. It seems quite clear that he is 
determined to fight the next election and, 
if he wins it, to govern for some years 
to- come. 

So far in advance, it is useless to 
speculate on an election which probably 
will not occur until the autumn of 1953, 
when events may wear an entirely new 
complexion. But assuredly it can be said, 
without possible disagreement on any 
side of partisan politics, that Mr. St. 
Laurent towers above every other cur- 
rent Canadian statesman, that he 
possesses at least the public confidence 
accorded to Mr. King and an affection 
among the Canadian people unknown 
since the time of Laurier 

In such a period of trouble as this 
the prime minister could ill be spared. 
British Columbia welcomes him, in dis- 
regard of all partisan dispute, as the 
nation’s accepted leader, both at home 
and abroad, hopes that he will often re- 
turn and trusts that many years of use- 
ful service still li¢ ahead of him 


Our Seaway 


In this gigantic undertaking the Cana. 
dian government faces political as wel 
as economic problems. The politics— 
since there is no quarrel between Cana- 
dian political parties on this score—are 
centred in Washington. It cannot be as- 
sumed that our difficulties there have 
all been overcome. 

While Canada can build the seaway 
in its own territory alone the electrical 
power developments involve an agree- 
ment between jhe state of New York 
and the province of Ontario. The Con- 
gressional politicians who rejected 
American participation in the seaway 
will certainly try to delay and if possible 
prevent the New York-Ontario agree- 
ment 

In Washington it is said that such an 
agreement, involving a foreign state, 
must finally be ratified by the Senate. 
This is a complex constitutiona] question 
but if it turns out that the scheme must 
run the gauntlet of the Senate it may 
well find powerful opposition there, 
backed by electrical and railway inter 
ests 

It will be far better for both countries 
if the new Senate, changed by the elec- 
tion of a third of its members in Novem- 
ber, is ready to cance] the policy of its 
predecessor and bring the United States 
as a full paftner into the seaway. 

No one can be sure of the new Sen- 
ate’s attitude before the election. Can- 
ada, still hoping that the American 
attitude may change, must go ahead on 
the assumption that it will not, must 
plan an all-Canadian scheme, but prob- 
ably it has not heard the last from the 
pressure group which intends to hold 
up the full use of the St. Lawrence 
water route as long as it can. @ 


Safer and Less Ugly Underground 


jan defense program proposed in this 
country is costly. A great deal of it can 
be of practical use only if hostilities 
occur. 

On the other hand, underground 
wiring would be an unchallenged advan- 
tage as far as civic appearances are con- 
cerned. It is chiefly, if not entirely, for 
appearances that such a system is advo- 
cated in the environs of the Uplands. 

Gen. Worthington adds a substantial 
argument to the case advanced by pro- 
ponents of underground wiring.

The average family cat is far from 
being neglected and there are pet shops 
and veterinary surgeons who are com- 
petent to advise. Care of pets and kind- 
ness to animals should be faught in 
Schools as is the case in many places in 
the States and England, and to my way 
of thinking the aim of the S.P.C.A. 
should be what its name implies, “pre 
vention of cruelty.” 

Infinitely more important than obe- 
dience classes and veterinary advice is an 
alert look out for abuse and cruelty 
the constantly chained dog—the half- 
starved and sheiteriess horse—the filthy 
and crowded chicken houses—slaughter 
houses—loading yards—horses on the 
streets. and outlying districts—circuses, 
which to our shame we welcome to our 
city with their loads of animal misery 
cats and dogs hurled out of cars—the 
list is long and none of these cases 
shduld be side-tracked for any reason 
whatever. 

Inspector implies inspection, not wait- 
ing for complaints to be sent in. What 
is needed is a constantly watchful eye 
and prompt action.

Is There Time 
To Get Ready? : 


By STEWART ALSOP from Washington 


PLANs for two huge emergency proj 

ects, comparable to the Manhattan 
District, are now being carefully reviewed 
on high government levels. The Man- 
hattan District, as the world remembers, 
gave this country the first atomic bomb, 
Yet in many ways, the tasks of these 
new projects will be even more critically 
important. 

The plain, bleak truth is that we now 
seem to be moving into a revolutionary 
new world situation. By 1954, in the 
opinion of many of 
the leadi govern- 
mental experts, the 
Soviet Union will have 
the power to deliver 
a crippling atomic at- 
tack upon American 
targets, while we shall 
no longer have the 
power to retaliate in 
kind, The purpose of 
the new projects, if 
they are launched, will 
be to prevent this fearful’ new situation 
from arising. 

The reasons are both plain and simple, 
First, the Soviets, whose targets are 
almost all very remote from their fron 
tiers, are organizing a complex and pow. 
erful air defense in depth, 

Second, they now have an estimated 
force of 8,000 modern jet interceptors, 
mostly MIG-15’s, to form the backbone of 
this defense. 

Third, the experience of our B-29’s 
against the MIG’s in Korea, has indicated 
the effectiveness of the Seviet air defense 
against the type of offensive operations 
which we have hitherto contemplated, 

Night attacks at high altitude have 
always, thus far, been the main reliance 
of our strategic air planners... But a 
quirk of the world weather pattern causes 
the cloud cover to lie very low over the 
whole Soviet land mass at least 90 per 
cent of the time, 

Nine days and nights out of ten, there 
are no clouds in the higher atmosphere 
over the Soviet Union, where our stra- 
tegic aircraft have been designed to. fly 
most efficiently. The speeds of our planes 
are not great enough to evade the MIG- 
15's. And the Korean experience has 
shown that the MIG can be vectored by 
ground radar to any enemy plane not 
protected by cloud cover, although the 
MIG lacks built-in searching and finding 
radar. J 

In addition, after long denials, our air 
planners are at last beginning to admit 
that the Soviets are producing a true 
night-fighter, with its own searching and 
finding radar to complement the ground 
control radar. 


TOTAL ILLUSION 


For all these reasons, the existing, 
almost universal complacency about our 
reta¥atory striking power threatens to 
become & total illusioh. Maybe, as the 
air planners assert, we can still do a lot 
of damage today, but the power we have 
now is a rapidly wasting asset.

But here we run into the familiar Am- 
erican power of self<delusion, We have 
felt, and still feel, mighty comfoytable 
just because we have an overwhelming 
stock of atomic bombs. We have not 
faced the fact that the most devastating 
bomb is worthless if it cannot be deliv- 
ered. By the same token we feel mighty 
comfortable when our leaders blandly teil 
us that we “have” this or that new 
weapon, We do not face the fact that 
mere possession of a prototype will get 
us nowhere when the chips are down. 

Yet the question is: Shall we accept 
discomfort now, or find ourselves quite 
probably living in a total nightmare a 
mere two years from now, in 1954? For 
the “air gap” is likely to be complete in 
1954 if uncomfortable preventive meas- 
ures are not immediately taken.

the same one that got’ away from me.” 

True it could have been the one Jack hook- 
ed earlier . . . but, dear readers, please remem- 
ber that when I get a fish story like this I 
always report it on a “quote and unquote” 
basis.
